So here we are 一 in 1980 一 and 
another Charlie Chan movie is 
getting ready to pollute the cul- 
tural environment- 

Some people who think the 
Chan character“caimp"” or“fun- 
ny” Inay look forward with rapt 
anticipation to :such a movie. 
Many Chinese-Americans，how- 
ever，do not. 

They are angry 一 and rightful- 
]y So 一 at Producer Jerry Sher- 
lock .for exhuming the Chinese 
detective created Some 55 years 
ago by writer 卫 arl DerFr Biggers 
while (as legend has it) sipping a 
Mai Tai on an Hawaliian lanai. 

Why the anger? Because Char- 
lie Chan is a joke 一 a very bad 
one 一 at the expense of Chinese- 
Americans. To be sure, the Chan 
character: appears to be smart， 
outwitting criminals and solving 
crjimes Without so much as mnuss- 


ing up his white linen suit. 

But，in more than 40 movies 
beginning in the 1920s (and still 
Ooccasionally found on late-night 
television)，Chan's persona 
grates，irritates and nauseates 
Chinese-Americans. 

His speech pattern (see above) 
has been described by some 
Chinese-Americans as“fortune 
Cookie”or“chop suey”English. 
Ben Tong, a_ clinical psychologist 
who's studied the Charlie Chan 
phenomenon，goes further.“Chan 
Speaks _ what ITd call a kind of 
OVerprecise，goofy，psychotic En- 
glish.” 

Chan's language is unlike any- 
thing ever spoken by an ethnic 
Chinese. It's strictly a figment of 
Biggers' and Hollywood's fertile 
(and racist) imagination. 

Chan uses no first-person pron- 
Ouns，Suggesting he's devoid of 
eg0. He shuffles. He slouches 一 or 
is it a slight bow in deference to 
Whites? 

LI all adds up to a stereotype 
that's repulsive at best and psy- 
chologically harmful at worst for 
Chinese-Americans' today. 

The Biggers creation is one 
that dominated the popular no- 
tion of what an ethnic Chinese 
was. Along with the Fu Manchu 
character of the 1930s，Aimneri- 
cans came to know (through the 


mass media) ethnic Chinese as 
stiff，foppish，unemotional，or 
evil，menacing and hedonistic: 
Hardly a socially redeeming 
quality could be found. 

The Chan-Fu Manchu stereo- 
types were an important link be- 
tween the “heathen Chinee” so 
dreaded in the 19th century and 
the “Red menace"” of Mao Tse- 
tung. Together，they comprised 
the“Yellow Peril,”a vision that 
jnstills fear and loathing in the 
U.S. and elsewhere，despite the 
current American -love affair 
with things Chinese. 

(The latter，incidentally，sees 
ethnic Chinese as objects of exo-

ter Ustinov as Chan，Richard 
Hatch as his half-Chinese，half- 
Jewish () grandson，and Angie 
Dickinson (!!) as thbhe Dragon 
Queen. 

Do Sherlock and other deni- 
Zens of Hollywood's mind-candy 
factories care that their products 
harm some people? Not really. 

Sherlock，director Clive Don- 
ner and a couple of assistants 
met recently in San Francisco'Ss 
Chinatown -with Some Chinese- 
Americans，who no doubt experi- 
enced a feeling of deja wu. In the 
early 1970s，they protested a 
Charlie Chan television series 
starring Ross _ Martin.

President Tito and 
The Chinese People 


President Josip Broz Tito won the love of the 
Yugoslavian people and the respect of the world by 
his courage in standing up to Stalin, by his dedication 


in buildqing Yugoslavia into a modern nation，and by 


his foresight in advocating  a non-alignment 
movement. Outside of Yugoslavia，Tito's death il 
be mourned by the people of China，probably more 
than any other nation of the world. 

Any student of modern Chinese history knows the 
diftficult road the Chinese had to travel the past three 
decades. After Tito's break with the Soviet Union in 
1948, had the Chinese leadership sent a delegation to 
Yugoslavia to investigate and to listen to Tito，China 
could have avoided the mistake of siding with Moscow 
and of delaying the inevitable break for such a long 
time，Had the Chinese leadership listened to Tito 
earlier，they would also have benefitted 位 om his 
brand of communism with free market forces， bonus 
for the workers，andqd ， Western technology， Tito 
probably would also have cautioned the Chinese 
against curbing movements。 which would upset 
natiorial stability.， Since Albania is a neighbor of 
Yugoslavia and Tito knew the Albanian leadership 
well, had China asked for his advice, Tito would have 
told the Chinese not to invest so heavily in Albania. 
China learned her mistake through an expensive 
experience in Albania, 

When Tito found his wife involved in a political 
intrigue with some generals, he broke up with her in 
1977. Many observers believed that Tito benefitted 
fom the account of how the wife of a top Chinese 

leader tried to usurp power: 

We do not expect the people ip China to mourn 
Titos death in public. We are certain，however,， all 
those who respect Tito's courage, patriotism，wisdom 
and foresight will mourn him privately and deeply. 口

The film，、based on Gunter 
Grass highl\v-praisedq novel，won 
thec Academyv Award a few weeks 
ag0 for the “Best Foreign Lan- 
guage FEilm” of 1979. Directed by 
Volker Sehlondorff and with a 
Screenplay by Schlondorft，Jean- 
Claude Carriere and Franz Seitz， 
the film adaptation also benefited 
Pbv theceollaboration of Grass，who 
made manwv Stiggestions “for 
clanges and adqqitions to the script 
一 Suggestions Which were in most 
cases followed bw the fmmakers; 
according to Schlondorff. 

The kev incident in both book 
and film is the qdqecision of Oskar 
on _ his third birthdav to stop 
growing:. He qisgujses his power to 
stoD his own growth bv falling 
down Some stairs and therebY 
coOnvincing the doctor and his 
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Darents that his retarded growth is 
the result of the fall and not a 
conscious dqecision ， 

TELEPATHY- 

Oskar can see both into the past 
and the future、although he eanxt 
seem to help his own _ situation 
through telepathv， 在 e refuses to 
be separated from his tin drum 
and_ when threatened lets loose 
with an ear-splitting scream that 


breaks glass _ better than 了 lla 
Fitzgerald in the Memorex 
com imercial. 


Oskar has authoritarian Urg&es 
motivated by his selfishness arnd 
jealousy，but he really does not 
have the calculating mind to 
marshall his powers，Oskar is a 
window through “ which the 
atdience gets a subjective view of 
the terrible events happening in 
Danzig and Germanv from 1924 
through 1945 (the book continues 
on and covers the rebuilding era in 
post-wWar Cermanv，but the film 
wiselv stops at 1945). 

Schlondorff kept a diarv:of his 
experiences in making the film 
and one Passage is especiallv 
helpful in showing Crass influ- 


ence on the film.“Spent three 


dayvs with Jean-Claude Carriere at 
Gunter Grass home,” wrote 
Schlondorff Februarv 13，1978， 
“He ealledq our script 了 rotestant 
andGCartesian. It was lacking the 
irrational dimension of time，the 
nodqdal points where everything 
becomes confused and collapses in 
an illogical and tragicomical wavy. 
He wants more harq realism on 
the -one handqd，and on the other， 
more courage in the unreal.

MIXTURE 

The mixturce of crude realism 
and irrationalevents gives the film 
a 天 a 全 a-like qualitv、， The crude 
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details of life alternate with gro- 
tesque happenings，Oskars easy 
disruption of a Nazi rally would 
be hard to accept as likely，had 
not  Schlondorff established  a 
magic，detail-oriented reality that 
makes almost anything possible, 

There are frequent=comic mo- 
ments that serve to hold the 
audience back from taking the 
drama too personally or emo- 
tionallv, If we reallvy believed that 
Oskar was plotting the deaths or 
intentionally hurting his loved 
ones， we could not enjoy his 
adVventures. 

The- voung child who Plavs 
OSskar，David Bennent，is both 
gifted and perfect forthe part.The 
son of a German actor，Bennent 
has a wide-evyed look that implies 
knowledge bevond his years and 
he has a stunted-growth condi- 
tion Similar，but not identical，to 
OSskar S. Bennent was 12 when he 
made the 人 Im and although. he' is 
almost 14 nows he has the size of 
an “8-year-old， according to 
Schlondor 作 . 

CHILD 

More comments fom Sechlon- 
dorff regarding the _ child actor; 
“David is a _ medium. He has 
grasped the novel SO well，(we 
have read it to him so often，and 
he has So frequently questioned 
it)， that he becomes part of every 
situation. When the character is 
three vears ol]d; David arrives on 
the set with his face covered in 
cake and behaves like a child. 
When he is 18，David mimes the 
aqdults he has observed and 
behaves like a young man. When 
he is the lover，David does not 
leave his partner all dav，and in 
her dressing room he-slips under 
her skirt.… 

“The Tin Drum ”contains .some 
Scenes .Of frank sexual contact 
between the young Oskar and a 
voung maid with whom he falls in 
love， when he is about 18. 
Schlondorfft was in the Bay Area 


two weeks ago and when asked 让 


these scenes had caused .a furor 
here or in Europe , replied,“I am 
amazedq at how little trouble 让 
(the frank sexualitv) has caused,” 
hesaid. “Tthinkthat it's because 让 
happens in a natural way in the 
film:,， We didnt. encounter any 
censorship problems in .Western 
Europe.” 

Schlondorff admits that 
stopping the film at 1945 is a
